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SELECTMEN BALK AT SIGNING 


URBAN RENEWAL APPR 


The Board of Selectmen, three 
to two, did not sign the reso- 
lution stating that, in their 
opinion a need for Urban Re- 
newal existed in Wilmington 
Square, in their Monday night 
meeting. 

Characterized as ‘a bunch of 
chickens’ by Selectman Nick De 
Felice, after W. F. (Agreeabl e) 
Smith, Chairman of the Wilming 
ton Housing Authority had left 
(but characterized jokingly) 
the final vote found De Felice 
and Frank Hagerty willing to 
sign ‘as is’ or with addition- 
al phrases, and the others 
balking from various view- 
points. 

Selectman Charles Bl ack re- 
fused to sign until further 
conference had been had with 
Town Counsel Philip Buzzell. 
Selectman Donald Kidder ex- 
presséd the opinion, several 
times during the meeting that 
the whole idea should go back 
to the town, for a further 
wte, on the grounds that it 
now contained a lot of infom- 
ation that was not previously 
available, a point on which 
Town Manager Joseph Courtney 
did not agree. 

Mrs Wavie Drew did not exact- 
ly express her opinion, but 
several times during the meet- 
ing referred to the ‘enormous’ 
sums of money, and particul ar- 
ly to the fact that the town 
could apparently he found in 
a position where it might mean 
$200,000 cost to the tow. 

Tom Counsel's Letter 

The argument stemmed mainly 
from a letter written,by Town 
Qunsel Philip Buzzell, which 
raised as many questions as it 
answered. It had been written 
at the request of the Select- 
men, and was an analysis of 
practically the entire Urban 
Renewal probl em. 

The letter raised a problem 
as to whether or not, in the 
meaning of the contract, the 
Selectmen were the governing 
tody of the tow, in relation 
to the Town Meeting, and the

The Boston Finance Commission, a state appointed bo- 
which is not to be compared with the Finance Commi t- 
tees of the various towns, has just made a recomménda- 
tion to the City of Boston which is worthy of note to 
people who are interested in the problem of Urban Re- 
newal. 

Pointing out that the city's fiscal condition is 
not improving, the Commission recommended the use of 
Urban Renewal projects, to acquire future school sites. 

The Boston School Committee plans to spend 50 mil- 
lion dollars on school development up to 1962, a cost 
which could "hit" the City. of Boston hard. 

The Finance Commission proposes that the proposed 
sites for new school buildings be part of an Urban Re- 
newal Project for the neighborhood. 

In that way it may possibly develop that no profit 
will be made, because of the cost of the lend taken o- 
ver, but the ultimate cost to the City of Boston will 
mst surely be reduced.

given to the Selectmen under 
the statute which provides for 
low rent housing but that ‘so 
far as I have been able to dis 
cover this provision -has not 
been expressly extended by the 
legislature to cover urban re- 
development projects. It is 
significant that it was 
thought necessary to adopt 
such a provision with respect 
to low-rent housing projects. 

Apart from such legislative 
grant or designation, the se- 

lectmen would have no such 
power or status’. 

‘If we assume that the status 
has in some way been extended 
ty implication to urban rede- 
velopment projects, which is a 
rather doubtful assumption, it 
is clear that the resolution 
as submitted by the housing au 
thority imposes a serious res- 
ponsibility upon the board of 
selectmen which should not be 
assumed without first giving 
careful consideration to the 
matter’. 

Further on the letter stated: 
“indicate a net project cost 
of $600,000 and a local con- 
tribution of $200,000 it is 
clear that the making of such 
a representation imposes a ser 
ious liability on the select- 
men’, and still further: 

‘the state housing board can- 
not give its approval without 
a favorable finding by the lo- 
cal planning board -- it wuld 
not seem good sense to take 
the step without at least the 
informal assurance that the 
planning board will probably 
approve thé project’. 

‘Also, it should be noted 
that the figures submitted by 
the housing authority indicate 
the intention to create two 
time jobs in the authority, 
namely, executive director and 
secretary, an annual salaries 
of $5200 and $3000 respective- 
ly. The board might well con- 
sider whether such an expense 
is warranted or necessary’ . 

The Arguments 

De Felice, Hagerty, Smith and 
™ Courtney were the principal 
proponents for urban renewal 
during the ensuing arguments, 
Black argued only against sign 
ing now, while Kidder argued 
that the town should again 
wte on the question. 

Srith repeatedly told the Se- 
lectmen that the form was used 
in many other communities, that 
it was a standard Federal fom 
and that he had spent time in 
to th New York City and Boston 
checking into many of the qes 
tions. 

Hagerty and De Felice argued 
and Smith seconded the thought 
that only so much money was & 
vailable, and that delay was 
hazardous. Smith: ‘I am very 
much concerned - They are mak~ 
ing grants *to Lowell now and 
Poston - I em afraid that the 
money will be all gone and we 
will be just left sitting -’. 
Hagerty and DeFelice pointed 
out to their fellow members 
several times that this was

Mrs Drew worried about the

Referring to the statement a- 
bout ‘creating two jobs’, Smith 
pointed out that the two. jobs 
are required by the Federal 
act, .and that they would not 
last over nine months.

They were not seek- 
ing to make money, neither did 
they want to lose money, but 
the money part was not as im- 
portant as the service. 

On the past occasion, the 
Building Corporation lost mon- 
ey, at $80 a month.
